Here 
and there we come across satirical expressions, and 
humorous phrases which have a didactic purpose to 
enable the reader to rectify his mistakes, purify his heart 
and live a noble life.

1, KALIPADA means, learn and sing the great moral 
ideas that it contains. 
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2. It also means, that in this Kaliyuga the man is sur- 
rounded by many kinds of vices which he has to 
overcome and find out the way of upliftment. 

3. It may also mean that it is a Pada for the Kalis i.e., 
men of valour. 

The author of this work is Gamaki Sri M. Raghavendra 
Rao. He has written and published many works based on 
Dharma-viz. Sri Satya Deva Charite, Sri Vasudeva 
Vijaya, Sri Venkatesha Vijaya and many more. He is a 
staunch devotee of Lord Venkateshwara. He is the Kula- 
guru of famous gamakis of Karnataka; an Anubhavi of a 
ripe old age of 75 years.
